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DETAILED ACTION

This office action is in response to the amendment filed July 27, 2005. 

Response to Amendment 

The limitations added to claim 17 are sufficient to overcome the Parker et al. reference. 
Therefore, the rejection of claim 17 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) are hereby withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nayfeh et al. (US 
6,585,947). 

Regarding claim 17, Nayfeh discloses an article including a solid semiconductor having a 
passive surface including nanoclusters made of the constituent atoms of the semiconductor (col. 
5, In. 3-7; Abstract). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Heath et al. 
(US 6,159,620). 

Regarding claim 21, Heath discloses an article including a solid semiconductor having a 
passive surface bearing nanoclusters of atoms, such that the semiconductor is a compound 
semiconductor (col. 21, In. 55 - col. 25, In. 67). 
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Regarding claim 22, Heath discloses that the semiconductor can be a III-V compound 
semiconductor (col. 22, In. 30-35). 

Regarding claim 23, Heath discloses that the semiconductor can be gallium arsenide (col. 
22, In. 30-35). 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 17 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

Claims 18-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

The reasons for the allowance of claims 1-11 and the objection to claims 18-20 were 
stated in the office action mailed January 27, 2005.
